"South Africa and her people are a partner to the 
reconstrucuon and development of SADC, as the people 
and countries in SADC were partners in the liberation 
of South Africa.” 


He said the South African government's approach for 
redressing the political and socio-economic disparities 
of the past was based on its reconstruction and devel- 
opment programme (RDP), which was complementary 
to and in line with the main objectives of the SADC. 
"That is, to achieve sustained development and eco- 
nomic growth, alleviate poverty, enhance the standard 
and quality of life of the peoples of southern Africa 
through regional co-operation,” Nzo said. “We have 
adopted a strategy within our government planning to 
regard regional co-operation as an integral part of the 
RDP. In this regard the SADC provides a framework for 
translating the imperatives of reconstruction and devel- 
opment onto a regional plane. In so doing it enhances 
the degree [words indistinct) business organisations also 
to rise to the challenge, through investment and active 
participation in the shaping of the region's economic 


development. 

Welcoming the “brothers from Mauritius” to their first 
council of ministers meeting, Nzo said it was delightful 
that they were making their SADC debut in South 
Africa. 


The start of the ministers’ work was, however, taking 
place in the shadow of the death of Lesotho’s King 
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Moshoeshoe !1, one of the founding leaders of SADC, 
he said. “SADC will jong remember that important con- 
tribution of the late king to our regional transformation, 
a fact underlined by the chairman of SADC, President 
Sir Ketumile Masire at the burial ceremony delivered 
on behalf of the presidents of our region. His wisdom 
and leadership will always be remembered.”

{Benamsse] This part of the country is also troubled by 
government troops coming from Chad. They are coming 
into the country to attack peaceful civilians, and they 
are very often looting ihese people at the borders. And 
they afe even coming in the central part of the Central 
African Republic. Of late, 10 troops loyal to a rebel 
leader based in southern Chad have been arrested in the 
town of (Gagahandoro), situated in the central part of 
the Central African Republic. 


{(Karada)] The two presidents from Chad and Sudan 
don't control the rebel troops and rebel movements. 
So, how do you think they can solve the problem, the 
security problem of the border? 


{Benamsse] | think this meeting of Bangui is a timely 
occasion for the three heads of state to set up common 
strategies to control their borders, and also to discipline 
their people. 

{(Karada)} Do you think they can possibly secure the 
safety of the border between the three countries? 
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{Benamsse] This is what people think. But we don't 
know if it is easy for them to control all these people 
at a go. 


{(Karada)} Do you know if the two presidents of Sudan 
and Central African Republic are going to talk about 
the case of the refugees from Sudan who are now in 
Central African Republic? 


{Benamsse} It is .iot quite sure that the people are going 
to talk about it.

Observers say the Zanzibar authorities may have been 
particularly angered by the lead story in the 21st January 
issue of "MAJIRA", reporting that 45,000 people had 
demonstrated against the government in Pemba Island 
on 20th January. 
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"MAJIRA" Editor, Mr. Anthony Ngaiza denied that the 
paper — which he says sells between 1000 and 1,500 
copies in the isles daily — was singing the tune of the 
opposition. “The issue is that the opposition in Zanzibar 
has no channel and we have been reporting on their 
events.” 


"Their target is not "“MAJIRA". Their target is the oppo- 
sition because the government officials believe that the 
newspaper was the mouthpiece of the opposi*ion,” said 
Mr. Augustine Mrema, the chairman of the opposition 
NCCR-Mageuzi [National Convention for Construction 
and Reform) party. 


In a related incident, the isles government last Friday 
banned veteran Zanzibari journalist, Salim Said Salim, 
49, from writing any articles while he is in the isles. 


The government statement accused Mr. Salim of writing 
anti- government articles “aimed at disrupting peace and 
national unity in Zanzibar", adding that Mr. Salim’s 
licence to practise journalism in the isles expired on 
31st December 1994. 


But Mr Salim told the government-owned “DAILY 
NEWS" that press accreditation given to him by the 
Isles Information Services would expife at the end of 
this year 1996. He said he would challenge the ban in 
court. 


Mr Ngaiza did not confirm or deny whether Mr Salim 
had written the articles, saying the government might 
have thought all *negative’ stories from the isles were 
filed by him. “Salim is just one of our correspondents 
there.

At the same time, the shortcomings in the civil service 
over the past six years have been addressed, with a firm 
commitment by Geingob that under his control the entire 
civil service will turn over a new leaf this year. His 
address, on significant cleansing to bring about “clean” 
administration, was delivered on 15 January during a 
meeting of all permanent secretaries and personnel in 
the Office of the Prime Minister, during Geingob's 
annual New Year's meeting with senior officials. The 
address is only being reported in today's edition of DIE 
REPUBLIKEIN after several attempts on 16 January to 
obtain more details on the important policy changes, 
after administrative incompetence led to problems with 
issuing an invitation to this newspaper to attend the 


meeting. 


At the occasion, lasting approximately five hours, the 
prime minister mainly criticized poor public services, 
divided loyalties by civil servants running private con- 
cerns, unethical actions and possible corruption, and the 
misuse of state infrastructure and vehicles. He proposed 
making the civil service more productive through the 
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use of new technological developments and the devel- 
opment of skills to increase productivity. 


Geingob indicated for the first time that government 
supports the recommendations of the Jeremiah commis- 
sion of inquiry into salaries and general conditic 1s of 
service for civil servants. He said he foresees no prob- 
lem in implementing the commission's proposed salary 
structure for the civil service as early as | April. The 
prime minister also committed himself to the continued 
restructuring of the civil service, a process that started 
with independence, with the emphasis on promoting ef- 
ficiency. 


"As far as this is concerned, I have repeatedly stressed 
the need to ensure that your clients, the people of 
Namibia, should get value for the money. In reality, the 
taxpayers are our bosses and they deserve value for the 
money. They have a right to receive the best possible 
service. If they do not get this, they have the right to 
complain and the right to know where they can lodge 
their complaints. | am in favor of civil servants wearing 
name tags if they are in contact with the public.” He 
referred to the poor maintenance of state property; dirty 
state buildings, offices, and premises; poor reaction to 
enquiries; and rudeness toward the public. 


“We hear of corruption and bribery, passports being 
sold, even demanding sexual favors in exchange for the 
granting of residence permits and other documents. Of 
course we are trying to find those guilty of these crimes 
and they will be prosecuted. Several cases already are 
being investigated. | want to call on all civil servants 
who are aware of any irregularities to come forward 
so this evil can be wiped out. I also am calling on 
all residents to come forward with their complaints. 
We must work together to remove all these evils from 
society.” 


The prime minister also has instructed all permanent 
secretaries to ensure that civil servants declare all their 
private interests in accordance with the new Civil 
Service Act. Staff in Windhoek must declare extra 
income to permanent secretaries before the end of next 
month already, and officials outside the capital should 
declare extra income before the end of March. He says 
that officials misusing their positions to manage their 
own businesses should decide if they want to remain 
in the civil service. Concerning overtime payments, 
Geingob asked for more effective control over the 
scheduling of work hours and a reduction of the total 
number of hours being paid for overtime. 


He also indicated that the Ministry of Labor will be 
asked to do away with overtime payment to manage- 
ment personnel, a practice still in force in Namibia but 
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no longer applicable to several other countries, even in 
the UN.

Assistant Secretary of the SFTU, Mr Jabular: Nxumalo, 
said the move to have the 1973 decree repealed was 
initiated during the tripartite forum last year. He said this 
was during deliberations on demand No. 21 which was 
initially to the effect that workers should be involved in 
a constitutional forum. The demand now calls for the 
establishment of a constitutional forum. 


Mr Nxumalo said government indicated that meeting 
this demand was cumbersome because of the existence 
of the King’s Decree. "It was the government negotiat- 
ing team that gave us the idea to call for the revocation 
of the decree. The government said it had no mandate 
to revoke the decree,” he said. 


Mr Nxumalo singled out the Deputy Prime Minister 
[DPM] Dr Nxumalo, as the one who allegedly initiated 
the call for revocation. 


Dr Nxumalo was not available for comment yesterday. 


Nxumalo said the DPM’s suggestion was allegedly ir 
the presence of the Minister of Labour, Mr Alber: 
Shabangu and others. 


“That is why today, they have banned us on the national 
radio for fear that we will expose them,” Nxumalo 
said. He accused government of double standards and 
dishonesty. 


The Minister of Labour, Mr Shabangu, said the SFTU 
was not telling the truth. He said at no stage was the 
issue of the decree ever raised in the tripartite forum. 
“The SFTU leadership should check if their honesty 
bank still has any balance,” he said. 


Mr Shabangu said if government initiated the call for 
the decree to be revoked, why was the SFTU silent all 
along. 


"I only learnt about this demand on Friday. If it was 
ever raised we would know about it because we were 
the secretariat,” he said. 


He said government did not have a problem with 
demand No. 2! and it was based on the belief that the 
SFTU was making reference to a recommendation of the 
Tinkhundla [traditional community councils] Fieview 
Commission which had suggested that a constitutional 
committee be set-up. 
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Principal Secretary of Labour, Mr Sandiie Ceko also 
denied that the issue of the decree was ever raised. 
“At least, they should give us the dates .» check in our 
minutes in case we have forgotten which | doubt very 
much”. 


“In the tripartite, we had two secretaries and one of them 
was for the SFTU," he said. 


Mr Nxumalo insisted that the issue was initiated by 
government which during the talks kept on saying that 
it had no mandate to take certain decisions. He accused 
goverament of being dictated to by unknown authorities 
who sanction every government decision.

He said the destabilization forces have realized that 
unbanning of political parties is not far and resorted 
to destabilization tactics. Mr Magomezulu said some of 
the people involved are not members of Pudemo. 
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"Sometime ago, these people called a meeting at the 
University of Swaziland under the pretext that it was 
being called by the national president. Some of our 
members, on realizing the meeting was not called by 
the president turned back. When we confronted those 
who were implicated, they denied everything,” he said. 


He said Pudemo members who have been found to 
be involved in the acts have been suspended pending 
appearance before a disciplinary hearing. 


Secretary of the inter'm committee, Mr Jerry Nxumaio, 
said the r ional executive remain suspended. “This has 
been communicated to them to writing. If membership 
still want them, they have a chance in the last week of 
this month during our congress,” he said. 


Mr Nxumalo said membership felt that the executive 
was failing in its duty in that it performed below 
expectations. “The interim committee was mandated to 
steer the organization through the stayaway and ensure 
that congress is on,” he said. 


He said it was felt the executive was distant from the 
people. 


He dismissed allegations that the executive is suspected 
to have misappropriated funds. “I have heard the alle- 
gations, but in my opinion there 1s nothing of that sort, 
he said. 


Mr Nxumalo said the meeting which resolved the 
suspension of the executive was attended by regional 
and branch executives.

Addressing a press conference in Lusaka today, UNIP’s 
{United National Independence Party] leader Kenneth 
Kaunda accused the ruling party, the Movement for 
Multiparty Democracy, the MMD, of attempting to 
manipulate the electoral process. Kaunda said the MMD 
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was doing this with the help of Nico, a private Israeli 
company contracted to manage registration of Zambian 
voters. Kaunda warned that such manipulation of the 
electoral process could disrupt the peace and stability 
Zambia has enjoyed since independence and lead to civil 
war. 

Kaunda, who is President Chiluba’s main rival for the 
presidency in this year’s election, said his party would 
withdraw its cooperation with the government unless the 
government responded to a number of demands within 
one week. Among Kaunda’s demands are a fresh act 
to the whole registration process, the termination of 
the contract with Nico, the publication of that contract 
with Nico for public scrutiny, and the appointment of 
an independent electoral commission to take charge of 
the entire electoral process. Kaunda also demanded the 
immediate release of the results of an inquiry into the 
1993 crash of a Zambian airplane in Gabon in which 
the entire Zambian football team perished. 


Although Kaunda did not spell out what he meant by 
disobedience campaign, unless President Chiluba agrees 
to level the playing field in the run up to elections. The 
MMD government for its part has warned that it will be 
ruthless in dealing with any civil disobedience.
